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Bowles Backs New 
Wage-Price Policy 
In Talk to Congress 


Inflationary 
Pressure is 


Near Bursting Point, 


Price Chief Says 


Washington, Feb. 18— (AP) — 


Chester Bowles told congress to- 
day the nation faces an inflation- 
ary explosion with pressure "up to 
the bursting point". 


But he declared that President 


Truman's new wage-price policy 
is "a program that will work" 
with "little or no effect' on food. 
rent, or clothing prices if the 
bulge in the stabilization line is 
not permitted to become a break- 
through, 


"I think it is a good program, 


and I mean to put everything I've 
got into making it succeed", the 
newly-designated stabilization boss 
said in testimony prepared for the 
House Banking committee. 


Bowles appeared Co urge exten- 


sion "at the earliest possible mo- 
ment" of the price control and 
other stabilization acts now set to 
expire June 30. He called too for 
action by congress to "stop the in- 
flation in the real estate market" 
if the administration's new homes 
for veterans program is to suc- 
ceed. And he said the food subsi- 
dy program must be continued. 


Admit Imperfections 


The price chief acknowledged 


that the new wage-price policy "is 
not a perfect program", adding 
that "under the 
circumstances 


which we face there can be no per- 
fect program". 


It would be difficult, he told the 


committee, "to exaggerate the 
gravity of the inflationary crisis 
we face. Everywhere men are bet- 
ting on inflation. 


"A speculative fever has taken 


hold of the country. The pressure 
in the boiler is up to the bursting 
point. The lobbyists and the profi- 
teers are licking their chops. It is 
going to take firm and decisive ac- 
tion x x x if we are- to hold this 
country on an even keel". 


Bowles said food prices repre- 


sent 40 per cent of the total cost 
of living, rents 19 per cent and 
clothing 12 .per -cent .and that in

Vatican City, Feb. 18.—(AP)— 


Thirty-two eminent prelates, 
among them four Americans, were 
elevated to the College of Cardi- 
nals today with churchly pomp and 
ceremony. 


Formally, Pope Pius Xn an- 


nounced at a secret consistory of 
the college, attended by 28 of the 
37 existing members, the creation 
of the 32 new princes of the Ro- 
man Catholic church. All but three 
of the 32 were in Rome, and papal 
emissaries delivered to them im- 
mediately their biglietti, or formal 
notifications. With this notifica- 
tion the designees formally be- 
came cardinals.

Taking -note of contentions that

"the record clearly proves that this 
is nonsense. Today production is 
surely at the highest point ever 
achieved in peacetime. Unemploy- 
ment is at the lowest peacetime 
point in 20 years with as many 
people on our payrolls as in our 
best wartime" year".

Had Not Seen Files 


Hart is now a Republican sena- 


tor from Connecticut. He told the

today that he had told Safford he 
had "sighted something in the 
files about the winds messages." 


Hart conducted an inquiry into 


the Pearl Harbor disaster_himself- 
In that, he recalled, "Captain Saf- 
ford stated as a fact that one or 
all dispatches (on the winds code) 
had been removed from the files." 


"I told him that in my entire 


naval career I had never known of 
one instance of,files being falsi- 
fied - afti Jie. .needed .to be very 
sure," Hart continued. 
xHe said that he "told Capt. Saf- 
ford that I thought I myself had 
sighted something in the ffles 
about the winds messages and the 
conversation on that point stop- 
ped right there." 


Hart said he rechecked at the 


Navy "and found I had not seen 
the files at all." He said what he 
had seen was a sort of compila- 
tion or history in which there was 
"some reference to the winds 
code."

Second Group Tuesday 


Almost without exception, Sirles 


said, all taxis operated in the city 
as "veterans cabs" were part of 
the caravan. 
Another group of 


40 taxis is to leave tomorrow, 
fresh from garages where they 
were undergoing repairs. 


The veterans contend that when 


the city council refused to increase 
the number of taxis in the city, 
they were deprived of "their con- 
stitutional right to earn a living 
and a "monopoly" was created. 


Sirles said he planned to seek

The Many and the Few 


It is obvious that a minute 


fraction of the country's popula- 
tion, on strike in a major indus- 
try, has a noticeable influence on 
the national economy. Therein 
lies much of organized 
labor's 


strength, when wisely used- And 
that strength has been used, wise- 
ly and unwisely, with growing fre- 
quency, since the war ended. 


In New Yorw City recently, a 


minute fraction of that city's pop- 
ulation walked out in a strike 
which, though it did not have a 
marked national effect, was an in- 
teresting 
illustration 
of 
how 


greatly the many may be de- 
pendent on the few. 


The strikers were the 3.500 


men who operate tugboats which 
bring many of New York's neces- 
sities of life from truck terminals 
and railroad yards in New Jersey. 
They constitute about five hund- 
reths of 1 per cent of the city's 
population. 


President Truman ordered gov- 


ernment seizure of the tug-boat 
industry and asked that the strik- 
ers return to their jobs. The men 
held a mass meeting to consider 
the request More than 2.000 at- 
tended, but only 710 voted. Of 
these. 259 voted to return and 451 
elected to stay out. 


Thus, by a vote of six thou- 


sandths of 1 per cent of New 
York's population, a strike was 
continued which immediately af- 
fected 80 per cent of the city's 
fuel supply and 50 per cent of its 
food." including most of its fresh 
fruits and vegetables. 


Army and Navy personnel were 


brought in to man the tugs. New 
York's Mayor O'Dwyer declared a 
state of emergency. The wartime 
"brownout" was restored to save 
fuel. ^0 fuel deliveries were per- 
mitted to amusement places, li- 
braries and museums- Heat was 
turned down in public buildings 
and off in public vehicles. Non- 
burnable rubbish, usually dumped 
at sea, was piled up at docksides. 


The strike was a result of stalled 


negotiations between a local of 
the United Maritime Division, In- 
ternational Longshoremen's Asso- 
ciation (AFL) and tugboat opera- 
tors. The union asked wage in- 
creases ranging from 28 to 100 
per cent. The operators were of- 
fering about 7 per cent. 
The strike-affected public is gen-

President Truman's audacious 


program of 2.700,000 new homes to 
be built or put together by the end 
of 1947, outlined by Wilson Wy- 
att his new Housing Administra- 
tor, inevitably calls for another 
round of roodles with union rack- 
eteers and crooked contractors 
preying on the rest of us just as 
they have done in most big "proj- 
ects" of government enterprises, 
including war construction and 
production. 


The plan is set in motion just in 


time to revive the graft of a pack 
of cynical parasites who had found 
themselves suddenly idle upon the 
completion of the training camps, 
flying fields and war factories. It 
wanly pines for some reasonable 
concessions on the part of licensed 
looters in the public interest and 
makes a special, but futile, appeal 
to a theoretical sense of decency 
for the sake of homeless veterans 
of the fighting war.

If restraint were removed from 


them now, the old arrogance and 
militaristic aggression would re- 
turn in time.

In the Ruhr many mines are 


partly in operation producing coal 
for which all western Europe is 
waiting anxiously and in the deva- 
stated cities and towns the people 
are salvaging bricks and recon- 
structing abodes of sorts—fre- 
quently very crude. It is an amaz- 
ing spectacle, but the point to 
which this column \vants to direct 
your attention is that the Germans 
—at least in this zone—haven't 
lost their spirit in the disaster 
which has overwhelmed them. 


'They are the same hard work- 


ing, systematic and persistent folk 
upon whom the Prussian militar- 
ists and finally Hitler have de- 
pended for strength to carry out 
their schemes for conquest. 


That is an energy which must 


be guided into the right channels 
and held there until new gen- 
eration of peace-minded Germans 
can be reared. 


It's an energy which can do 


great and fine things or which can 
cause incalculable damage. In any 
event it is something which can't 
be stopped, for it is a fundamental 
part of German character. It has 
to be harnessed.

brought James F. Dewey back into 
the public eye. The government 
named him special mediator, and 
he took over in the automobile in- 
dustry's toughest labor-manage- 
ment standoff. 


With 
negotiations suspended. 


GM and the ClO's United Auto 
Workers were getting no place 
fast when Dewey showed up. The 
strike was more than t\vo months 
old and 175.000 men were idle. 


The situation challenged even 


Dewey3 s talents ,but he only tossed 


his silvery head, cracked his best 
jokes, and pitched in with an airy 
"don't worry—we'll settle this." 


On his second full day on the 


job, General Motors and the union 
were sitting down together at the 
same table. 


"We'll keep 'em there till they 


settle". Dewey vowed. 


His Basic Technique 


That's basic technique with this 


free-spoken, Scotch-Irish diplomat 
of industrial relations. If he had 
his way, he'd probably lock the 
door to every strike negotiation 
room and throw the key away. 


Men on both sides of the fence 


are fond of Dewey. He'll pan an 
important executive unmercifully 
and do the same to a union boss. 
They're his pals. 


"A man in my business", Dewey 


says, "must have the confidence of 
both sides. I know how to keep 
secrets, and they all know that I 
do". 


For his affability and good hu- 


mor Dewey is known far and wide. 
But he can be rough and tough, 
and as a peacemaker he is not al- 
ways peaceable. 


In a wildcat strike at a great 


defense plant here in 1941, he 
came out roaring at leaders of the 
walkout, accusing them of "sabo- 
tage".

for his tactics which led off Feb- 
ruary 1 with a statement ^charg 
ing a breakdown in veterans ad- 
ministration on many fronts.

carried a suggestion that Bradley 
gave way to a business man. 


Stelle disclaimed a demand of 


Bradley's scalp, declaring he had 
a high regard for the general as 
an individual 
Stelle was called 


on first for an explanation of a 
dispute with the Veterans admin- 
istration over a site selected for 
a new hospital at Decatur, HI., in 
the command .'s home state. W.
